AUTOS OFFERED FOR SALE 


Alleged to Have Asked That 10 
Per Cent of Proposed Pur- 
chase Price Be Sent, 


A man with cards and letters in his 
pockets bearing the name of, Delmar 
Kirk was arrested in front of the post- 
office at Edwardsville Monday on the 
charge of using the mails to defraud by 
representing himself as Mrs. Elizabeth 
J. Walker, a widow, and advertising 


three automobiles for sale. requesting 
intending purchasers to forward 10 per 
cent of the purchase money. 

The arrest was the result of inquiries 
sent to St. Louis automobile agents by 
dealers at Toronto, Canada, where the 
advertisements were published. They 
purported to have been inserted by Mrs. 
Elizabeth J. Walker, whose address wes 
given as both Edwardsville and Staun- 
ton, Ill. She was described as a rich 
widow who would dispose of her threa 
automobiles at low prices because she 
needed money while her husband's es- 
tate was in course of administration. As 
evidence of good faith, intending pur- 
chasers were requested to send a depos- 
it of 10 per cent of the purchase price 
to cover the cost of taking it to Canada 
for ingpection. 

Postoffice Boxes Rented. 

An investigation begun a month ago 
by the postal authorities disclosed that 
a postoffice box had been rented in the 
name of Mrs. Walker at Edwardsville 
end Staunton. Almost every day a man 
visited each of the postoffices and ob- 
tained mail from the boxes. He re- 
ceived many letters. Some telegrams 
also were received for him at a hotel 
in Edwardsville. He was found to have 
deposited $500 at an Edwardsville bank 
in the name of J. C. Walker. 

The combination of the box at the 


} Euwardsville postoffioe was changed. 


When the man called Monday morning 
he could not open the box. He went 45 
the window to explain the difficulty. He 
was detained as long as possible, while 
an employe telephoned for the policr 
Finally the letters in the box were hand- 
ed to him through the window. 
Ordered to Throw Up Hands. 

As he was leaving the office Chief 
Grigsby arrived. The man was pointed 
out to him.

Mistakes Cycle e Cop’ 8 Signal and 
Gets Arrested for Speeding 
on Locust Street. 


HE CUSSES THE POLICE 


While Thus Engaged at Head- 
quarters His Car Takes Fire 
and Is Damaged $400. 


Jeptha D. Howe of 5122 Washington 
avenue was “hot under the collar“ 
when arrested for speeding at Sixteentn 
and Locust streets at 9:45 a. m. Monday. 
He got so “hot” at police headquarters 
that after giving bond he hurried into 
an elevator and went up to Chief 
Young’s office “to see about it.”

Motorcycle Policemen Charles Ben- 
deroth and Arthur Wander were the 
ones who caused Howe to be late in 
getting to his law offices in the New 
National Bank of Commerce building. 
They had to circle in front of Howe’s 
machine to make him stop. 

Howe Argues With Policemen. 

When they told him he was under 
arrest for exceeding the speed limit and 
would have to go to the station, Howe 
argued as well as any good lawyer 
can be expected to do, and then he said 
he'd “be d—d if he'd go“ to police 
headquarters. Howe, given his choice, 
later preferred driving to the station 
in his own machine to going as a pas- 
senger in an auto patrol. 

The former Republican boss visibly 
was excited when he stood before Sergt. 
Sears at the desk at Central Station. 

“This man is charged with exceeding 
the speed limit,” the motorcycle police 
said. 

‘That's a d—d lie!“ Howe exclaime‘ 
hotly, taking off his gloves and throw- 
ing them Widlently on the Sergeant's 
desk. 

“Your name. please? Sergt. Sears n- 
quired. 

“You know who I am,” Howe retorted, 
loudly.

The officers gave Howe their names 
and told him he was going 30 miles an 
hour when arrested. 

Howe, bringing his fist down on the 
Sergeant's desk with all the speed he 
could muster, exclaimed: I was driv- 
ing U miles an hour and any statement 
to the contrary, regardless of by whom 
it is made, is a d——d lie 

Turning to quite an audience of re- 
porters and others which had been at- 
tracted by Howe’s loud voice, the former 
boss made a speech. “I was 3000 west 
when I noticed these two policemen 
trailing behind an auto that was going 
so slow they had to zigzag in and out 
to keep from running ahead of it,” Howe 
said. I laughed at the idea of their 
trying to make a case against that man. 
The cops parted at Twentieth street and 
signaled each other.

Judge, Aldrich is in Boston and will 
give a quick hearing on the subject of 
bail if either side wishes it, otherwise 
he will announce his decision at a later 
date. Both Thaw and his mother are 
deeply gratified with the report, but 
neither will comment upon it. 

The report is now in the hands of 
the Clerk of the Court. In. naming 
the commission, the Judge said that aft- 
er the presentation of the report, the 
interested parties would have an op- 
portunity to be heard further before 
the question of bail was finally passed 
upon. No date for such a hearing has 
been set. 

Thaw's release under bail would not 
be a public menace in the opinion of 
the commission. The finding an- 
nounced Thaw is not suffering from 
any of those forms of mental disease 
alleged at the time of his trials for the 
killing of Stanford White. While the 
commissioners say that they have 
reached a definite and positive opin- 
ion as to the present mental condition 
of Thaw and his state of mind at the 
time of the homicide,” they refrain 
from expressing this opinion, in view 
of their instructions from the Court not 
to “embarrass any subsequent litiga- 
tion where the broad question of in- 
sanity might be involved.“ 

“Upon the question of menace or 
danger through the granting of bail, we 
may, however, be permitted and prob- 
ably are compelled,’’ concludes the re- 
port, “to record our finding that what- 
ever may have been the mental condi- 
tion of Harry K. Thaw at the time of 
the homicide, upon which question we 
express no opinion, he ts not now suf- 
fering from any forms of mental dis- 
ease alleged by the prosecution at the 
time of the trials or subsequently 
thereto, namely, that is depressive in- 
sanity, paranoia, dementia praecox or 
delusional insanity.

MEN SEEK WORK 


Bricks Hurled Into Detroit Fac- 
tory and Fire Hose Is Used 
to Disperse Crowd.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 12.—A crowd of 
men estimated at 10,000 seeking employ- 
ment this morning at the plant of the 


Ford Motor Co. started serious rioting 
when they were told, after they had 
stood in the freezing cold for several 
hours, that work could not be given 
them today. 

A policeman was knocked down, his 
clothes partially torn off and ‘bricks 
and other missiles were hurled through 
the windows and doors of the factory. 
After a fire hose had been turned on the 
crowd, the rioters dispersed. Five ar- 
res's were made. 

The efforts of a policeman to turn 
the crowd away from the factory doors 
started the trouble. We can’t stand 
here and freeze to death,” shouted some 
of the leaders, and a concerted rush 
wee made toward the building entrance. 

Several hundred managed to get in- 
side the plant before the trouble mak- 
ers were under control. The thermome-. 
ter registered 9 degrees above zero and 
many of the men had been standing in 
line since long before daylight. 

Announcement by the company of a

"NEW BILLBOARD AE 


WOULD CAUSE NEW 
SUITS, SAYS LEAGUE 


Organization to Oppose Protz- 
mann Ordinance on Grounds 
of Public Policy. 


The Protzmanr amendments to the 19% 
billboard ordinance, which will come be- 


fore the City Couneil for action Tugs- 
day, will be fought by the Civic Leag de 
on the ground that any amendment 
Will pave the way for new litigation. 

The Protzmann amendments provide 

that the space under billboards may be 
2 feet instead of 4, as provided by tha 
1905 ordinance, and that they may bu. 
within 23 feet of a building wall, while 
the 1905 ordinan : requires that the space 
between the wail and the billboard shail 
be not less than 6 feet. 
Leaders of the Civic League, aside 
from the merits of the amendments 
themselves, declare that the passage of 
& new billboard measure would permit 
Jeptha D. Howe, attorney for the bill- 
board companies, to have more amend- 
ments tacked on in the House of Dele- 
gates, and that the result might be legis- 
lation that would destroy the efficienc, 
of the existing i905 ordinance. 

Position Taken by the League. 

The league takes the position that 
the 1905 ordinance having been litigated, 
and its validity fully established by the 
courts, to amend it now would give the 
billboard companies a new loophole to 
renew the attack, and probably tie ths 
city's hands for many years longer. 

It required eight years to get the 1905 
ordinance litigated, and to give the bill- 
board companfés a new means of litiga- 
tion would be distinetly bad public poli- 
cy, the league members hold. 

In an official statement issued Mon- 
day the league said that “the legislative 
methods employed by the billboard com- 
panies afford no guarantee that any 
ordinance passed would not contain 
some joker which would tie up the city 
in the courts again.

“Any future 8 in the 1906 ord- 
nance should strengthen tt, not weak an 
It. The Protzmann ordinance distinctly 
weakens it. Every citizen interested in 
this issue should urge upon Counci]mea 
the defeat of the Protzmann bill and 
upon the Building Commissioner the en- 
forcement of the 1905 law.” 

Councilman Protzmann, chairman of 
the Public Improvements Committee cf 
the Council, proposed the amendments.

Congress was without the overshadow- 
ing influence of any single dominant is- 
sue. such as tariff or currency reform, 
to be fought out to the exclusion of 
other business. 

AS a result the work of the next few 
months in national legislative halls is 
expected to cover a wide range of sub- 
jects. Anti-trust legislation remains as 
an important factor in President Wil- 
son's legislative program, but it will not 
displace other important legislation, as 
did the bills for tariff and currency re- 
visions.

What Investigation Reveals. 

An investigation by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of reports concerning the let- 
ting of the general contract to the third 
lowest Bidder on the “minimum scheme,”’ 
and the activities of high State officials 
in behalf of political adherents who 
sought favers of competing contractors 
through this means, revealed the fol- 
lowing: 

1. That State Auditor John PF. Gor- 
don, accompanied by Secretary of 
State Cornelius Roach, a Kansas 
City surety broker and another Kan- 
sas Cityan, whom Gordon says were 
instrumental in electing him to of- 
fice, Called upon William Dall, the 
lowest bidder, a few hours after the 
bids were opened and attempted to 
persuade him to take away from the 
Equitable Surety Co., the only Mis- 
souri corporation in that business, 
the bond for which he would have 
paid a $364,000 premium in the event 
he obtained the contract. The Kan- 
saa Cityans, only one of whom was 
a licensed broker, capable of legally 
‘eollecting the premium or fee due 
an agent, previously had been turned 
down by Dall with the assurance 
that his word had been given to the 
Missouri surety company, and he was 
not at liberty to consider any other 
offer. 

2. That Gordon and Roach, accom- 
panied by State Treasurer Edward 
P. Deal, and the two Kansas Cityans, 
after being rebuffed by Dall, made 
a similar visit to Willlam A. Merry- 
man, vice-president of the Fuller Co.,

. That Gill informed them as Dall. 
had, that he had arranged already 
with another surety company (a for- 
eign corporation), to supply his bond 
in case of success, but later gave the 
$12,000 agency fee to the two Kansas 
Cityans and a St. Louls agency which 
Auditor Gordon subsequently asked 
to be included at the request of a 
St. Louls banker. 

4. That between the opening of 
bids, Nov. 18, and the award to Gill, 
Nov, 21, an attempt was made in 
St. Louis to persuade an officer of 
the Equitable Surety Co. to violate 
his agreement with Dall and with- 
draw as surety in the eleventh hour, 
leaving the lowest bidder in the pre- 
dicament of having no surety pre- 
pared. 

5. That, on Nov. um. without a 
written request for an opinion, W. 
M. Fitch, an assistant in the office 
of Attorney-General Barker, gave 
an opinion that forced the commis- 
sioners in their belief te throw out 
the Dall bid on the ground that n 
was informal because it did not m- 
clude proposals on 8 of NM “alter. 
nates” advertised by the board, none 
of which was essential to the com- 
pletion of the capitol. In the same 
advertisement the board provided: 
“The board reserves the right to ac- 
cept any part or parts of the pro- 
posal made at the prices included in 
the same; ALSO TO WAIVE ANY 
INFORMALITIES IN and to reject 
any and all proposals.” 

6. That the alternates on, which 
Dall declined to bid were not ac- 
companied by detail drawings as 
were all other construction and that 
three of the six competitors failed 
to bid on some of them, and those 
who did make proposals assert they 
were merely “guesses” that might 
cost themselves or the State as much 
as $200,000 on a single item, accord- 
ingly as the subsequent plans might 
require expensive or cheap work. 


“Menumerntal Builders.” 
7. That after Dall was eliminated, 


a representative of the architect, 
Tracy & Swartwout of New York, 
made an oral appeal to the board to 
select Gill over the Fuller Co., al- 
leging the latter concern was not 
„monumental builders.”” And when 
the architect’s attention was called 
to the fact that Fuller built the 
Northwestern Station at Chicago and 
the Kansas City Union Station, 
among recent montimental buildings, 
the architect admitted that these 
structures were monumental! but 
not ‘‘classic.” 

8. That before the contract was de- 
livered. to Gill, the board entertained 
an oral proposal from Gill suggested 
by the architect in a regular meet- 
ing, that Alternate F,“ included in 
the contract, be ignored afterward 
and that far more costly work, on 
which none of Gill’s competitors 
were asked to bid, be substituted. 

9% That, after Dall had engaged 
Attorney Thomas M. Pierce of St. 
Louig to present a protest against the 
letting of a contract to Gill under the 
opinion of the Attorney-General’s &s- 
sistant, the board hastily reconvened 
upon receipt of a request for a hear- 
ing on legal points affecting the in- 
terest of the State as well as the Dall 
company, and signed the Gill con- 
tract. 

William Dall, interviewed in Cleveland, 
declared that his attorneys there and 
in St. Louls advise him that his bid 
should have been considered by the 
Capitol Commission, despite the opinion 
of Attorney-General Barker's assistant. 
and that hed the award been made on 
his proposals, the State might aave 
saved $200,000 on the work contemplated 
in the advertisement. 

“I believe the board was guided by 
erroneous legal opinion,” Dall said 
„and I am prepared to do anything in 
my power to enable the State to take 
advantage of the offer made in No- 


vember.“

have caused an outburst of feeling 
throughout the empire. 

At Zabern a mass meeting was held 
to protest against the finding of the 
courtmartial. Large numbers attend- 
ed, but there were no disorders. It is 
expected that the Government will 
again be interpellated on the affair by 
members of the Reichstag for Alsace 
Lorraine. 

It is reported that the President of 
the courtmartial which acquitted the 
officers of the Ninety-ninth Regiment 
sent telegrams to Police President von 
Jagow and a friend of the Crown 
Prince, saying: “Acquittal. Best greet- 
Inge. These messages were, it is said, 
dispatched before the newspaper men 
in automobiles could reach the postof- 
fice with their accounts of the outcome 
of the trial. 

Victory for the Arms. 

The acquittal of the officers is a com- 
plete victory for the army, but it is pre- 
dicted that a crisis will ensue of more 
gerious consequence than that in De- 
cember, when a vote of lack of confi- 
dence in the Government was recorded 
in the Reichstag in the debate on the 
Zabern affair. On that occasion Chan- 
cellor von Bethman-Hollweg declared 
certain acts of the military authorities 
to be illegal, and yet in the case of Col. 
von Reuter the courtmartial approved 
such acts, basing this decision upon an 
almost forgotten decree of 1820, which 
authorized: a military commander to as- 
sume control whenever in his judgment 
it was necessary. 

Those members of the Reichstag who 
voted against the Government are now 
lining up to defend constitutional prin- 
ciples and demand nullification of the 
decree and they will probably have the 
national Liberals with them in the new 
attack. 

A certain degree of public sympathy 
has veered toward Col. von Reuter and 
his officers since the courtmartial, even 
the opposition papers admitting there 
was abundant provocation for the ar- 
rests. In Berlin particularly little fault 
is found with the verdict. This is due 
to Chancellor von Bethman-Hollweg’s
